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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This invention relates to a control loop in which an input signal is converted, by 
multiplication by an integrator value, to an output signal that exhibits on average a 
constant reference value. The subject of the invention consists in the improvement of 
the control behavior of a control loop according to Figure 1, in particular if the energy 
of the input signal deviates greatly from the reference value. This is achieved through 
a supplementary control loop with derivation of a control signal from the integrator 
value IW, on the basis of which the signals in the control loop are additionally 
influenced 1 (such) that no great deviation exists at the signal magnitudes used for 
control. In a first embodiment according to Claim 1, see Figure 2, this is achieved by 
weighting of the difference derived from the output signal and the reference signal, 
and in a second embodiment according to Claim 4, see Figure 3, by scaling of the 
input signal. 

IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin Vol. 27, No. IOB, March 1985, pages 6334 and 
6335 (submitted by Applicant), is deemed the closest prior art, describes a similar circuit 
structure, but without derivation of a second control signal from an integrator as in the 
present Application. The subject of Claims 1 and 4 is therefore novel and is not obvious 
from the available prior art. 
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Claims 2 and 3 are dependent on Claim 1 , and Claims 5 to 7 on Claim 4, and 
therefore also allowed by virtue of their dependency on claims 1 and 4.
